TkeBeaalts of the Liquor Traf- 
fic. 

IT JT. 1. HILWIO, D. D. 

The results of the liqnor traffic, 
both upon those engaged in it 
and upon those who patronise it, 
are essentially bad. 

Persons talk about «the re- 
spectable saloon" — to called. 
There can be no respectable sa- 
loon. Unless yon can have re- 
spectable whiskey and respecta- 
ble gin and respectable beer and 
respectable brandy and so on. 
How can yon have a respectable 
saloon, unlets yon can have liq- 
uors that will not intoxicate? 
Liquors that will not excite aid 
make drnnken and simple and 
drivelling and foolish T Liquors 
that will not stimulate and in- 
furiate to deeds of vice, and vio- 
lence and crime? Than only 
could you have a respectable aa- 
loon. And the respectable sa- 
loon — now ao called — is simply 
the place where drunkards are 
made ; end the community knows 
that It is simply tbe place 
where the appetite for strong 
drink is first formed, and the man 
who patronizes the respectable 
saloon knows that Does he not ? 
Tt ia the place where the first 
links of tbe chain are forged 
with which he ia afterward to be 
bound. And if such do not be- 
lieve it let them try to break that 
chain. 

That is what is meant by a re- 
spectable saloon so-called, in 
any community. And neither 
Springfield nor any other place 
will prove an exception to the 
rule. There are no exceptions 
to it anywhere. There are no 
respectable saloons anywhere. 

But those who engage in the 
liquor traffic also sometimes suf- 
fer loss and disappointment in 
their trade as do other persona. 
But the rum-seller ahould be the 
last man to cherish a spirit of re- 
bellion against such misfortune. 
Be should not fail to remember 
that the traffic in which he is en- 
gaged, has not sent loaa and die 
appointment only, but that it has 
sent want and woe and shame 
and disgrace, and the deepest 
sorrows into hearts and homes, 
once as worthy and happy as his. 
Such should remember that 
every article of luxury and beau- 
ty which they poeseas has been 
purchased with tbe price of 
blood. In the costly carpet on 
which he so' proudly treads, he 
can see the crimson of a father's 
blood, and the lake white ground 
from young men's bones. And 
in iU more delicate texture he 
can see the ultra-marine of child- 
ren's blue eyes, and the drops of 
blood wrong from an innocent 
mother's heart. And the flexi- 
ble springs in the ohairs and fur- 
niture of his house tell him also 
of the sinews of strong men's 
arms. And auch ehould not fail 
to remember also that Ged is just, 
and that he deals with sin, that 
he follows tbe sinner, and will in 
no wise spare the guilty. 


wheats contain from ten to fifteen 
per cent, while starch may con- 
stitute from fifty to sixty per 
cent of the kernel. Gluten is 
more nutritions than starch, its 
composition more nearly reeem 
bling the muscular tissue of ani- 
mals. 

Aside from the value of gluten 
as food, it has valuable proper- 
ties, in combination with starch, 
for making bread. Wheat con- 
taining a small amount of gluten 
is softer, and will make much 
whiter fionr, for the gluten im- 
parts a yellowish shade. But if 
flour contains too little gluten, it 
will' not rise, even if yeast be add- 
ed. Gluten (like glue) forms, 
with water, a tenacious paste, so 
that when fermentive action be- 
gins in the dough, the gluten 
forms a cell around the carbonic 
acid gas, and retains it, causing 
the dough to rise. When baked 
such bread is very light and 
sweet, thoogh not as white as 
when a little gluten ,«. present. 
Many farmers are induced to cut 
their wheat too soon, because the 
kernel remains large and plump, 
from the moisture contained in 
the starch. Wheat containing a 
large amount of glnten will ap- 
pear shrunken, because thB glu- 
ten readily yields its moisture, 
but will be far more valuable as 
food. 

Repeated experiments have 
failed to show any increase, eith- 
er of staroh or glu'en, from day 
to day, alter wheat has been cut. 
The only rule we can suggest, 
which may apply to all varieties, 
is this : delay cutting as long as 
is compatible with avoiding 
waste in handling. When cut 
secura it as promptly and as per- 
fectly as possibe. To make the 
beet bread, a gvod, sound, glutin- 
ous variety of wheat must be 
sown on sound, dry land ; it 
must get fully ripe before it is 
harvested, be secured without 
damage, and mast be properly 
ground. — American Agricultur- 
ist for June. 


When Should Wheat be Cut. 

The beat time to cot wheat is 
a point of great importance to 
the farmer. The exceptionally 
high price of Minnesota wheat 
in our markets ia largely doe to 
tbe dry atmosphere of tbe section 
in which it grows. The most 
valuable constituents ot a grain 
wheat are gluten, staroh, and a 
small amount of phosphates. 
Gluten forms flesh ; starch is a 
heat produces and forms fat.

O'Brien Is having a stormy time in 
Canada. The d Issracef ul scenes which 
took place In Toronto lately, have a 
serious look for the future, and it Is a 
qutMijmi whether ttM plueky hiMbuisii 
will be allowed to leave tbe country 
alive. Whatever may be the merits of 
bis cause, one thing will strike the ob- 
server, and that is the personal courage 
displayed by tiisi, In fearlessly facing a 
mob of nendlsh rioters. His eecaiie 
from bodily harm was miraculous. 
The inevitable newspaper man who so 
pluckily stuck to hint ia his peril was 
dangerously wounded. O'Brien must 
be sincere in his espousal at the cause 
be so ably champions, for nothing but 
Intense earnestness and a love for his 
oppressed countryman could nerve him 
up to such a pitch as to scorn danger 
and carry his life in his hand. It is a 
sublime exhibition of courage and 
manhood, and do one, whether be 
agrees with turn In sentiment or not, 
can withhold from O'Brien the meed 
of praise for bis fearless and uncom- 
promising course.

witnessee. The judge sentenced him 
to twelve years in tbe Penitentiary. 

The Chinese government has ordered 
that every foreign missionary in China 
must hold his passport from his own 
government in order that his national- 
ity may be shown. All other passports 
are declared invalid. 

Muncie, Ind, claims to have struck 
the largest gas-well in the world- 
twelve million feet per day. 

There are one million seven hundred 
and aity thousand miles or telegraphic 
line in tbe world, representing an esti- 
mated cost of two hundred snd flfty 
million dollars. 

The Supreme Court of Vermont has 
decided In the cose of the Ryegste 
stone cutters that a conspiracy among 
workmen to prevent others from work- 
ing or being hired, is a crime at com- 
mon taw and punishable under the 
statutes of Vermont. 

The price of crude oil in the Lima, 
Ohio, fields has been reduced to twenty- 
seven and a half cents per barrel. 

The executors of S. J, Tilden's will 
have conveyed the estate to the TUden 
trust, lately Incorporated for the pur- 
pose of found inn and sustaining a pub- 
lic library In tbe city of New York. 
Tbe residuary estate isestimated to be 
worth all tbe way from $5,000,000 to 
(14,000,000. 

A bill passed tbe Rhode Island Senate 
on Tuesday, April 2Bth, providing that 
every person, firm, or corporation em- 
ploying minors under sixteen years of 
age, or women, in any manufacturing, 
mechanical, or mercantile establish- 
ment in this State shall provide suit- 
able seats for the use of such minors 
and women so employed, and shall 
permit the use of such seats by such 
employes, when they ore not necessarily 
engaged In the active duties for which 
they are employed. Every person, 
Qrm, or corporation, who wilfully 
violates any of tbe provisions of the 
law, shall be lined not exceeding $20 
for each offence. 

The bill to adopt capital punishment 
for murder and rnpe was defeated In 
the Michigan Senate by & vote of IB to 
18. The bill establishing a State con- 
stabulary to enforce tbe liquor laws 
was passed by the House, and given 
Immediate effect. 

Merrltt's antt-ansreby bill passed tbe 
Illinois House Thursday, 91 to 30. 
Thirty-one members were either absent 
or refrained from voting.
